The adjournment of Congrass is n reliet for

which the vountry, and especially its business |

interests, onght to be profoundly grateful.

The assembling of the Fortieth Congress on

the 4th of March could not bt operate as a

pource of widespread anxiety. Urgont ne-
" vessity was plended as a fustification of the

gtep, and the opening sounds were well calou-

lated to convey an anticipation of startling
mensures,  Almost every question which the
previous Congress was suppoged to have iis-
posud of, at least for a time, was threatened
with disturbance. The tardll, the currency,
the DBankrupt Dbill, the internal revenus
system, all the phases of the reconstruction
gquestion, were wentced with unsettlemant,
Un (‘ﬂl'h of lhu'.‘-l' ?H'lll'rt'l'i- lllii'll'- wWiere hirom |.-':l'
changes sngpested, frosh canses of Irritation
andl difficulty propounded. - A busy and pro-
traoted geesion scemed Imminent. Commerce
and indistry were to a great degree paralvead,
Forebudings of evil unnerved importers und
traders; and imparted a disastrous dullness to
every money centrs,  The South wis harassed
by fears of new conditions, and the possible
addition to the stringency of the law now in
force. All these considerations were made
worse by an ever-recurring talk about im-
peachment, and the demuand for the continn-
ance of the session ns n chock upon the Presi-
dent, and a preparation for emergeuoies thut
were declared to be probable,

Aund now, happily, for a soason, these
are past, Thers hns been no tinkering of the
tarifl or the currency. Speclal interests,
grasping at exceptional profit, have not suo-
opeded in reopening internal taxation. Tlhe
beneficial results of the Bankrupt law will
tome into pliay, despite the lobbying of its
mercilegs opponents. The revonstraction ques-
tion hias been handled only to be perfected;
the Bupplemental bill in effect completing the
practioal festures of the previons law, without
ohanging its oonditions or adding to its embar
rassments.

Pools aud Fraunds in Wall Street,
Frim the Hevald,

The nrrest of several New York stook ope-
rators, and the developments that Liaye been
mnude consequently as to the manner of doing
business among that olass of people; have ore-
ated an extraordinary lamentation in Wall
gtock, around the stock boards, and at the
hotels, We rvefer to the arrest of Danial
Drew, James Fisk, Jr., and William Belden.
They were arrested on the complaint and

affidavit of Joseph B. Stewart, The names of
geveral others are mentioned In the complaint,
and conspicuonsly that of Leonard Huyck.
Snbsequently Stewart himself and Huyck were
artested on a charge of fraud connected with
the failure of the Merchants' National Bank
at Washington, The arrest of the latter,
though made, it I8 said, by the Government,
through James C. Kennedy, the receiver of the
Merehants' Nationnl Bank, i8 evidently a
counter blow on the part of the parties first
arrested to embarrass the matter and Lo save
themselves. A vast amount of money is in-
volved in the transactions which led to the
proceedings,

As to the guilt of the parties, one gide or fhe
other, we must leave that for the courts to
decide. No doubt the whole matter will be
thoreughly ventilated, and a great deal of
light thrown upon the secret and frandulent
dealings in Wall street, The trouble arose
frome one set of “‘operators,” as they are
called, forming a combination and a **pool’’ to
cheat others, and then cheating each other.
The “pool” was formed to operate in Lrie
Hailrond stock s0 as Lo control or exercise a
powerful influence on the market, and thns
secretly to make money hy eatching the
gudgeons and cleating the public.  The
parties charped with the operations for the
benefit of all operated for themselves and
cheated their partnery, it is alleged. Buch
combinations and pools have become quite
common, and wealthy men who stand high in
the community do not hegitate to enter into
them. lar to this oceurred

Something simil
recently in operations in Pacifie Mail stock,
The biters were bitten in that case also.

Now, in all other tranzactions in business
we shiould eall such conduot cheating and
frandulent., Gambling at faro is not a bit
wore dishonest or demoralizing, The gambler
| who sesretly packs the cards to oblain the
money of his victing does not act worse than
these  so-onlled gentlemen and Wall street
specnlators who form pools to cheat the unsns-
pecting publie, and cheat eacliother. In fach,
L1s the worst ort of gawbling, While this is
poing on we need not be surprised that the
wmortl sencge of th community becomes
{ blunted, andthat we have a plentiful erop of

orimes as the consequonce. The Legislature
ouglit to take the matter in hand, fo protect
the pul lic and punish the guilty, We have
p lnws ngainst ordinary gawbling, though they

are fot strictly enforced, 1t must Be confessed,
Why =hioulil not these gambling combinations
and pools be dedared frandalent and punish-
able '. i I!l':_~ 58 ~l-l]l!'ll|“.hr; be done to cheok the
growing evil, Wall strest will become 8o noto-
rious that respectabile Lusiness men will shun
it a5 they woull o plagus, and button thelr
pockels whenever thuy approach it.

Russin, The only way she ever did, or evar
could, utilize the northwest const was in the
prosecution of the fur trade, Bub that trade
has declined and nearly run out by the de-
struction of the animals (partioularly the
industri-
ously that not enough were lelt to bread and
leop up the race, What rexmaing of the Rus-
slan fur trade 1s not of sufficient importante to
justify the expense of the naval protostion
required by the establishments. Russia las,
therefore, done wisely in selling the territory
and islands which to her had become useless.

But have we done wigely in buying it ¢ If
estimated by what it 18 in itsalf, cartainly no;
if by what the purchase may hereafter load to,
perhapy yes. When Franklin was asked the
use of s6me now |'|in{:uvur)' in golence, his
reply wos:—What i the nse of & new-born
infant ! K 1uay become a man.”” It is only
in sowme such prospective view that we can
discover any value in this new purchase. It
8 almost amusing to read the comments
of the efforvescing  quidnuncs who first
heralded the news, They dilate on the vast-
nesk of the territory—ten or twelve times as
large, they say, as the Btate of New York.
But the greater part of it i5'0f no more value
for any human use than 40 many syuare miles
of the foe in the Arctic Ocean by which it is
bounded, The Aleutian Jalonds and a narrow
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strip nh\uf {the southern ™ oof the const
are all that wonld be worth taking ns a gift.
Other explosive enthusiasts think the pur-
chage opens brillinut prospeets for the China
and Jupan trade!  As the territory can never
have a population of conkumers, and les at &
vast distance from the route for supplying in-
habited countries, it s not viry obvious how
the now acquisition I8 ta contrlbute so mightily
to the development of the Anintic trade.
Another item in the catalogue of expocted
benefite s the promotion of onr whale fishories
in the Northern Paciflo,  This iz less sxtravi-
Wmt: but Russin belong a friendly power, and

kely always to remnain =0, thers would be no
difficulty in seouring the hospitality of her
ports for onr whalers without purchasing it
'he price paid; seven millions in gold, is
equivalent to between nine and ten millions in
our currency. Computing the interest at the
rate paid on onr Government bonds, the new
territory will be an annual cost of nearly half
a milllon, besides the expense of maintaining
military posts and a paval station—say, in the
whole, amillion 8 year, The total value of

the fur trade at its most flonrigshing
period, wnay, the whole Annual valua of
the furs collected in  that territory, hnas

probably never been hall that sum. The
smill value of the territory in itself being s0
evident to every one who will be at the paina
to look into the subject, itsa purchase, at the
price paid; is not defengible exceplt with a view
to ulterior objects. What those ulterior ob-
Jeets must be requires no great sagavity to
desory, They touch Great Pritain so nearly
that i€ is no wonder Sir Frederick Bruce forthi-
with telegraphed to Lord Derhy to know what
he should do. Nobedy in this country can
have forgotten the blustering Oregon contro-
versy, which raged tweuty years ago, and
threatened to precipitate the two nations into
war. President Polk maintained, in a mes-
sage to Congress, that “our title to the whole
of Oregon’ up to the southern line of the
Russinn possensions was ‘‘clear and unques-
tionable;”” and the popular cries of a large
portion of our people were, “The whole of
Uregon or none,'" and “Fifty-four forty or
ﬁg‘ln' —the latitude of fifty-four degrees forty
minutes being the Russian boundary up to
which we claimed, ’

The controversy was settled by a treaty fix-
ing our boundary on the forty-ninth parallel,
and surrendering the intervening coast to
Great Britain.  Hut although we surrenderod
our claim, the territory would be no less
valualile to ns now than it was sstecmed then,
when our President and a great body of our
people were ready to fight for it. The
purchage of the Rusgian territory renders it
morally certain that we shall sowe day acquire
the strip then in dispute

In the first place, & gap in our posgessions on
the Taciflc const will always be an eyesors to
the nation, whose sense of symmetry will ba
offended by the ragged look of the map. The
national imagination will always require that
our coast line shall be continuouns, and this
aspiration will sooner or later be potential, It
will secure for the Government efficient popu-
lar support whenever the time shall be ripe
for completing what is now begun, In t{m
next Pim-u. it will have a solid Importance as
a national acquisition. As soon as the Mexi-
can Republic is settled, we shall probably
acguire Lower California by a treaty of pur-
chase, and we shall then need only what we
relinquished in the Oregon treaty to give us
the whole Pacifle coast from Cape St. Luoeas to
Behring's Strait—a coast line of nearly four
thousand miles. The advantage of this ex-
clusive continuity will be, that it will diminish
immeneely the cost of national protection.
There will not be a foot of ground on that ex-
tended coast where a hostile power could build
a fort, establish an arsenal, or maintain o gar-
rison ; nor a harbor into which a hostile Hewt
could enter for conl, supplies, or repaivs,  The
immenge diztances by which that coast is sepa-
rated from the rest of the world must make it
invulnerable by our foes in every future war,
when we come to possess all its harbors.

The acquisition from Russin I8 important
Dbegause the British part of the coast is certain
to follow, at some day more or less remote.
Solong as the two nations are at peace, we
can take no other steps towards its acquisition
than propogals to purchase, If snch propo-
guls are refected, we can afford to wait, since
time will aceomnplish much for us and nothing
for Great Britaln. Our population and mili-
tary gtremgth on the Pacific are growing so
rapidly that the geizure of the residue of the
vosst in the event of war will become con-
stantly easier. If we shonld never have an-
othier war with Great Britain, we shall never
need the tervitory: if we should have a war,
we shall, of course, take it,

Looking to the future, we must regard the
purchiase of the Russian possessions as wise,
although they are of liftle immediate value,
It is oy advancing step in that manifest des-
tiny which is yet to give ms British North
America, When we haye completed our const
line on the Pacific, we shall have hemmed
around and shut in from the sea nearly the
whola British territory. Canada lies behind
our New England States and New York, which
form a broad belt separating it from the At-
lantic, The St. Lawrence river is of lttle
value a8 an outlet, heonuse it is closed by ice &
great part of the year, and its mouth is en-
veloped with fogs which render navigation
dangerous even during the warm season. A
country thus shut in would find itsell 8o erip-
pled, if we should close our gates, that its
peaple will in time be convineed that annexa-
tion is for their interest, It was for reasons
snch as these that President Plerce o 't‘""‘_l-
twelve years ago, the negotintions with Hussia
which President Johngon is now drawing to &
conelugion,
